ELECTING A NEW POPE 


The election of a new pope would 
have attracted far more attention had 
not the black headlines in the new s­ 
papers been taken by the war. 
The 
Italians predominate in the conclave. 
Hence as an expression 
of 
world 
thought it is not so cosmopolitan as 
it would he were all the powers equal­ 
ly represented. 
But the Italian ele­ 
m ent is not so strong as formerly. 
The election of Pope Pius repre­ 
sented the tendency of the tim es to­ 
w ard 
democratic 
feeling. 
Previous 
popes have largely been men from 
the tipper orders of Italian 
society. 
They may have been dem ocratic 
in 
their feeling, but at least they were 
more or less aristocratic in blood and 
environm ent. 
The election of Pope 
Pius, coming from an obscure family, 
was in striking contrast. 
Tile choice of Benedict XV. is held 
tq represent in a measure the rever­ 
sion to tlte older type of diplomatic 
popes. The intense racial and nation­ 
al antagonism s now excited call for 
this m astery in strategy. The Italian 
tem peram ent is keen, 
acute, 
pene­ 
trating. seeing with uncanny 
sw ift­ 
ness into human motives. 
W ithout arm ies or navies to back 
them, the popes have usually foiled 
the most consummate politicians 
of 
Europe. 
As a spectacle the election 
of 
a 
pope has no counterpart. 
The gen­ 
eral purpose is to dignify the cere­ 
monial and to shut off the electing 
cardinals from outside influence 
In 
old tim es, the 
im patient 
populace 
would tolerate no delay. 
The cardi­ 
nals were starved out, as juries are 
forced to an issue in this country. If 
the election was delayed eight days 
these mighty churchmen were reduced 
to bread and water. 
For many years 
these rigors have been relaxed, but 
In most respects the event still has 
the austere and lofty dignity of med­ 
ieval monastic life.

States Commission on Industrial Re­ 
lations last night pertinently summed 
up the case for the employer as it 
had appealed to him during tile course 
of the hearings which the body con­ 
cluded here yesterday. 
“No more vital facts,” he continued, 
“have been presented to this commis­ 
sion than here in Los Angeles, and 
nowhere lias there been a more evi­ 
dent desire to meet this body halfway. 
It has been a most interesting hear­ 
ing—a hearing, largely, of facts and 
figures—and one which, I believe, has 
cast light into the dark places.’’ 
Mr. Walsh also stated that the tes­ 
timony gleaned in Los Angeles lias 
confirmed members of the commission 
in their intention to shortly issue a 
bulletin on the open shop, its theory 
and operation. 'Pile scope of this bulle­ 
tin will probably he outlined when 
the commission meets in executive 
session iii Chicago, October 12, for the 
primary purpose of vising its drst an­ 
nual report for submission to the Pres­ 
ident and by him to Congress. 
"A number of constructive sugges­ 
tions will be made,” said Mr. Walsh 
in speaking of the forthcoming report. 
“The hearings up to August of this 
year will also he reviewed briefly.” 
Among the suggestions will prob­ 
ably he one to so enlarge the scope 
of the Erdinan-New lands Act as 
to 
provide .for mediation 
between 
em­ 
ployer and employed In industries oili­ 
er, than the railroads. Mr. W alsh also 
intim ated that the vexing problems 


presented by .seasonal labor will al­ 
so he constructively considered. 
Industrial Com mission 
In this connection it is known that 
a number of mem bers of the comm is­ 
sion lavor the form ation of a perm a­ 
nent industrial commission, with a 
bureau as an adjunct which will have 
to do with the mobilization of transi­ 
tory labor for employment in those 
occupations, 
as 
agriculture, 
where 
there is a constantly recurrent “peak 
load" of demand. In other words, the 
functions of this bureau will be those 
of a board of strategy, or an employ­ 
ment bureau of

A committee of eighteen representa­ 
tive planters, manufacturers, dealers and bankers, 
was appointed after the conference and to cooperate 
witii it Secretary McAdoo designated W. P. G. H ard­ 
ing of the Federal Reserve Roard; C. J. Brand, chief 
or the office of markets, and T. N. Carver of the of­ 
fice of markets and rural organizations. 
The com­ 
mittee is now working on plans to bring the money 
needed into circulation. 
Secretary McAdoo is em­ 
phatically opposed to valorization schemes and sug­ 
gestions that State hanks issue currency. 
He dwelt 
on the dangers of an Inflated currency and declared 
that the integrity and the financial structure of the 
United States depended on the national banks. 
‘it. is not necessary to have everybody issuing cur­ 
rency,” said the Secretary, 
"i he national 
banking 
system of this country, properly inspected and un­ 
der governmental supervision, should be the controll­ 
ing agency for tile issue of this currency, iii order 
that we may know that every dollar that is in cir­ 
culation has been supervised by the Government, and 
that it will pass current wherever it appears, 
lf 
von turn money over to the national banks it will 
find its way to the State banks inevitably 
This is 
what is happening in the Treasury Department every 
day. 
State banks are actually depositing their se­ 
curities with the national banks and the national 
banks are getting the issue against those securities 
and turning it over to the State banks, 
it is per­ 
fectly simple to got it. 
All you have to do is to 
have proper security.” 
Regarding the necessity of banks desiring to ob­ 
tain emergency currency joining the National Curren­ 
cy associations. Secretary McAdoo said: 
“I have stated that it was my purpose to accept 
from the banks of those currency associations notes 
and obligations secured by cotton 
warehouse 
re­ 
ceipts. properly certificated and issued by responsi­ 
ble warehouse men or warehouse companies. 
I do 
not say that those warehouses have got to be built 
of brick, stone, steel or anything else, or that they 
must be bonded. 
All I ask is that those warehouses 
shall be of such a character as to protect the cotton 
itself front deterioration or destruction, with ade­ 
quate insurance against fire, and backed by respon­ 
sible agencies so that when their w arehouse receipts 
are issued it will he known thai they represent some­ 
thing actually in storage there, something that can 
be had on presentation of receipts. 
What does that 
mean? 
It means that the national banks of this 
country can borrow to the extent of TO per cent of 
their unimpaired capital and surplus on notes se­ 
cured by warehouse receipts for staple products (not 
alone cotton) that I think it is safe to lend on.” 


Bank of England and Beer 
The Bank of England celebrated its 220th anniver­ 
sary recently having been founded in 1694 when it 
was incorporated. 
It is the only hank in the world 
that can sell beer and this too without any license. 
This privilege was allowed the bank by charter of 
incorporation under the great seal, dated July 27, 
1694, and the bank, if it liked, could open a public 
house in Threadneedle street or could send its drays 
around and deliver its beer. 
It is one privilege that 
is not granted any other financial institution. 
In its 
early days the Bank of England was a servant to 
the government and in a lesser or greater degree 
it has enjoyed this character through all the stages 
of its subsequent history. 
At first Hie charter of 
the bank was for eleven years only, but in conse­ 
quence of the great services of the institution to the 
government its charter has been at various times re­ 
newed. 
it was originally constituted as a joint 
stock association with a capital of $6,000,000. In re­ 
turn for the loan of its entire capital to the govern­ 
ment, it. received the right to issue notes and a 
monopoly of corporate hanking in England. 
It was 
not until early in the nineteenth century that thiB 
monopoly was broken down. 
It has the power to 
issue bank notes and acting as the agent of the 
government in tile matter of the national debt. 


Wyoming Oil Production 
Wyoming now has a possible dally crude oil pro­ 
duction of 21,OOu barrels of which is in the Salt 
Creek field, near Casper, prat tidally all ow ned by 
the Midwest Refining company, with about 10,000 
barrels a day shut in. The Continental Oil company, 
a former Standard subsidiary, has a contract with 
the Midwest company to market the output of its 
throe refineries, and at 10,000 barrets a day of re­ 
fined products supplies the states of Wyoming, Mon­ 
tana. Idaho, Colorado, part of North and South Da­ 
kota and part of Nebraska, trying to produce oil in 
Wyoming as an individual proposition is rather up­ 
hill. 
The Texas company lias a contract to take 
1,000 barrels a day from one refinery, tint the con­ 
tract expires with 1914 and it will he a trifle handi­ 
capped in competition with the Continental com­ 
pany after that time in supplying its Rocky Moun­ 
tain territory. 
The Northwestern aud tile Burling­ 
ton railroads are using approximate!.' 4,000 barrels 
a day of residuum from the Casper refineries in their 
locomotives, paying 'n cents a barrel, which is also 
Hie price paid for crude 


Oppose Eight Hour Law 
Fruit growers and general agriculturists in San 
Bernardino from all parts of San Bernardino County 
held a “protest meeting.” and adopted resolutions 
denouncing Hie Socialists Initiative Universal 8-Hour 
Law as destructive and dangerous and organized to 
conduct a vigorous campaign for its defeat. 
It was 
announced at the meeting that over one hundred 
grow'ers not present had sent word of complete 
sympathy with the movement and offers of co-op­ 
eration in defeating the law. 
The San Bernardino 
organization will meet again on Monday, September 
7th. iu the Chamber of Commerce in that city.

Employees of the B. F. Silverwood stores were 
made happy by the declaration of the management 
of the regular semi-annual dividend of ten per cent 
of the net profits which is divided twice yearly 
among the employes of the Silverwood stores in 
proportion to their salaries, 
The business the first 
six m onths of the year has been greater than ever. 


Onomea Sugar Crop 
The heaviest sugar crop ever 
grown 
on 
the 
plantation of the Onomea Sugar Company in the 
Hawaiian Isles is reported for this year. 
The com­ 
pany bas finished grinding with a total output of 
19,599 tons or 3500 tons more than the estimate. 
In connection with this it might be said th at the 
advance in sugar has caused a wonderful rise in 
the price of sugar stocks. 
On the estimate of 
16,000 tons production the Onomea Company stock, 
would, on a basis of $55 per ton for sugar, have 
.applied $11.73 per share of the revenue. A schedule

When tile Comstock properties began to decline 
he went to Utah, became foreman in the old Ontario 
mine, and afterwards its general superintendent. The 
Ontario was one of tile greatest silver mines of the 
world and was largely owned by Californians. While 
with the Ontario he obtained leases on several min­ 
ing claims. 
One of these panned and from it sprung 
the Silver King mine, now the Silver King Coalition 
mines, one of the great silver mines of the world 
and from which numberless fortunes have been tak­ 
en. 
Mr. Keith is president of this great property as 
lie is president of the Salt Lake Tribune Publishing 
Company. 
Quiet, unassuming, shrewd business man 
that he is David Keith lias built for himself a great 
fortune. 
He is a millionaire several times over. But 
he is still a miner and the men who burrow' under 
ground to wrest the wealth from nature’s treasure 
house have always a friend in David Keith. 


India’s Economic Growth 
India’s trade has increased during the last half 
century from $300,000,000 to more than $1,400,000,000, 
says the World's Work. 
It has in operation 32,000 
miles of railroad, which places India fourth in the 
world in its railroad mileage, carrying 330,000,000 
passengers yearly at the rate of five miles for one 
cent. 
It maintains 76,000 miles of telegraph line, 
over which messages can be sent from more than 
2,000 miles at a cost of only twelve cents. 
India 
is now the largest exporter of rice in the world, holds 
first place in its exports of tea, next to Argentina 
is the largest explorer of hides, and next to the 
United States is the largest exporter of cotton in 
the world. 
Next to the United States and Russia it 
is the largest wheat producing country. 
India's sys­ 
tem of irrigation stands easily first in the world, 
being far more extensive than that of Egypt or 
America. 
Its more than 46.000 miles of irrigation 
canals have reclaimed more than 32,000,000 acres of 
land, and famine has been prevented forever in 
some districts. 


Would Amend Currency Law 
Several amendments 
are proposed to the new 
currency law' one drawn by the Reserve Board and 
sent to Senator Owens permits domestic hills of 
lading to be regarded as commercial paper, the pres­ 
ent law accords foreign acceptance to this right. 
Senator Hoke Smith has drawn another amendment 
to permit the issuing of currency on commercial 
paper to tile extent of 70 lier cent of its lace value 
instead of 5i» per cent, as now provided by law. Still 
another proposed amendment reduces the annual 
tax on emergency currency from ti per cent to 3 
per cent.

pieces. 
Each director was given a $20 bill, and an 
emergency currency note at that.

ploration Company Is a Guggenheim corporation 
with extensive milling interests in South America, 
and with prospects of doubling operations in the 
near future, so that the maximum amount of oil 
may soon he called for.

Los Angeles Produce Market 
Peach receipts were 4194 boxes yes­ 
terday. They have been in that rela­ 
tive arrival for the past two months, 
breaking all past records for the crop 
shipped in. The harvest in the state 
will exceed any ever picked and the 
percentage of the crop is 94 against 
an eight-year average of 74. 
This is 
not the only state in which peaches 
have been plentiful, the crop average 
of the United States being 
63 
per 
cent, against a past percentage of 54 
in ten years. 
Pears fall in the same 
category and the receipts of pears in 
Los Angeles have climaxed the past. 
There is only a 4 per cent increase in 
the 
California 
crop. 
Even 
grapes 
have shown an advance of 
several 
per cent over the 
10-year 
average 
There were no changes in the market 
on any of these commodities yester 
day morning and trading was good all 
through the fruit list. 
Receipts of eggs were the lowest 
this year, only 89 cases having been 
reported in. The market was firm at 
35. In the north a slight increase was 
registered, eggs selling at 39 for case 
count. 
Butter arrivals were 
55,780 
pounds, and the market dropped one 
cent. The northern market was 30% 
cents. 
Cheese receipts 
were 2190 
pounds. 
Imported varieties were 
in 
good call. 
Potato arrivals were 
5105 
sacks. 
The market was barely steady. 
The 
estimated crop of potatoes this year 
is 10,000,000 bushels against a 
few 
more than 8,000,000 last 
year. The 
United States crop is estimated at 
40,000,000 bushels more 
than last 
year, so that It is unlikely that the 
market will go much higher than it is 
at the present time until late this win­ 
ter.

All credit virtually has been- 
closed by the bank. 
The German steamer Walkuere, of 
3836 tons, was captured while loading 
phosphate rock at Makatea Island, and 
the vessel and crew 
were 
brought 
hither, where they have been detain­ 
ed. 
The French 
military 
authorities 
have shown 
great 
activity. 
Heavy 
guns for fhe protection of the town 
and harbor have been mounted, and a 
force of between 500 and 600 has been 
mobilized. 
All German trading 
houses 
were 
closed by order of Gov. Fawtier, and 
the entire German colony with the ex­ 
ception of Herr Georges Hoppenstadt, 
the German consul, has been placed 
in detention on Quarantine Island.

This is the first new municipal loan 
that has come up for discussion since 
the war started, and gives some indi­ 
cation as to w hat municipalities will 
have to pay for money. 
During the 
Franco-Prussian war, American m uni­ 
cipalities paid as high as 8 per cent 
for money, and some of the bonds are 
still out. 
It is certain that New York 
city would not attem pt any financing 
if it did not have $82,000,000 in securi­ 
ties m aturing in England and France 
before the first of the year. Even a t 
the rate of 7 per cent bankers regard 
the loan as a sort of an accommoda­ 
tion, and will require certain cond! 
tions of the city, such as an increase 
in the tax rate, suspension of further 
financing, etc. In this connection it is 
well for investors to rem em ber th a t 
New York city bonds usually sell on a 
lower basis than the bonds of moat 
of the W estern States. W ith the me­ 
tropolis facing a 7 per cent rate, the 
outlook for municipal financing in 
California is not bright. 
Chicago packers are unable to tran ­ 
sact business w ith their A rgentine 
houses due to the paralysis of gold 
credits.
